“There is not a word of truth in 
it,” said Mr, Mackenzie this morning 
when questioned with reference to 
the report emanating from Winnipeg 
that construction work on the main 
line of the Canadian Northern west 
from St. Albert had been stopped by 
an order of the railway commission, 

President Mackenzie is returning 
east to Toronto from British Colum- 
bia, where he has been making ar- 
rangements for the pushing forward 
of construction work in the coast pro- 
vince. Far from the building of the 
main line west of Edmonton being 
delayed, Mr. Mackenzie stated that 
he hoped to see the road completed 
to the Yellowhead Pass by next year. 
By the end of three years the Rockies 
would penetrated by the finished 
line.

At Battle of Paardeberg. 

“T was present,” said Mr. Platt, “at 
the battle of Paardeberg, when Cronje 
was captured, At that battle our boys 
distinguished themsélves and were 
right in the fore all day but aside 
from that fact the day was a satis- 
factory one to me in another respect, 
as here we had a chance to turn the 
tables Cronje, who captured our 
column in the Jamieson Raid in 1896 
at Doorn’s Kopje.” 

After peace was declared Mr. Platt 
served for three years as sergeant in 
the South African Constabulary under 
Baden-Powell 

Personal Experiences. 

Mr. Platt was particularly reticent 
when asked concerning his personal 
experiences in the Boer war 

“In the late Boer’ war,” 
“there were only on rare 
battles In the popular sense of the 
word. It was just a case of biazing 
away at the Boers at distances rang- 
ing from half mile to as much as 
two miles.

MUSIC 


“Music and Religion,’’ was the sub- 
ject of an eloquent sermon preached 
by the Rey. F. W. Patterson in the 
First Baptist Church Sunday evening. 

His subject, he said, was suggested 
by the book “The Harmonious Life,” 
written by his predecessor in the pas- 
torate of the First Baptist Church, 
the Rev. A. M. Macdonald. 

Music and religion had always stood 
in a vital relation, Music had served 
religion by producing the finest emo- 
tions of the human heart, It had 
been Of gervice to the preacher since 
the people when they had sung to- 
gether they were welded together and 
hé wr? able to speak to them not as 


many but as to one, 
Religion had also. served music, 
which had been inspired and trans- 


formed under the influence of reli- 
‘sion. A weird sadness was the mark- 
ed characteristic of the music of the 
| non-Christian peoples. Strange as at 
| Gree this might seem, in reality 
was not so, since it was but the 
pression of the sadness of their 
lives, Christianj had transformed 
the music, literature and art of all 
the races, that had come under its 
influence. They would ever be high- 
er and nobler than they could have 
been if Christ had never come. 
Wherever Christ was preached the 
weird, sad chant of the non-Christian 
world had given place to the song of 
praise which caught. its inspiration 
from the sweet and joyous strain of 
the angels at the birth in Bethlehem, 
“Glory to God in the highest. 
on earth to men of good will.” 
Dwelling upon the thought of the 
true inwardness of music he remark- 
ed that music, however beautiful, 
could not be music to anyone who had 
not the musician’s ear. As with mu- 
sic was it with religion It was 
first of all a matter of the Inner life: 
A man might know and use tho vo- 
cabulary of the religious life, but un- 
less the spirit of Christ was in him

Music was not a matter of inward- 
ness alone. There were musical sounds 
produced that were above our capa- 
city to hear them, So was it with 
the religious lives of men, It was a 
matter of man’s inner life, of man’s 
own thinking, feeling and willing, but 
it Was not this alone. There were 
certain great objective facts upon 
which our faith rested. God was a 
fact; Jesus Christ was a fact; the 
Holy Spirit was a fact, and sin, what- 
ever we might think of it, even 
though we might regard it as a mere 
name or as another form of good, 
was A fact. All these were facts and 
had an objective existence, 

Again, music eliminated discord 
and produced harmony. Also it was 
to be remarked that there were sounds 
that to the untrained ear appeared 
to be discoid and yet to the trained 
ear were recognizable as harmony. 

It was the function of religion to 
produce harmony in the individual 
and in the world. We recognized the 
fact that within us there was not 
peace. We knew what it was to have 
higher instincts drawing us upward 
and low passions dragging us down, 
These were the opposing forces Avhich 
it was the function of religion to re- 
duce to harmony. 


There were times when faith and 
reason were in discord. There were 
men In whose lives commercial in- 


stincts were set against religious in- 


stincts. Man could not thus divide 
his life. into separate compartments 
and live in peace. It was the func- 
tion of religion to reduce these dis-

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THE ROAD TO THE LANDING. . 
A newspaper admirer credits Pre- 
sident MacKenzie, of the C.N.R,, with 
the assertion that he has always been 
able to get menvenough to bulid his 
roads and that he does not find any 
particular scarcity of labor at the 
present time, This is good news for 
two reasons, It means that Mr. Mac- 
Kenzie is freed from one problem 
which some of his contemporaries say 
they are finding very bothersome. And 
it also establishes that there is no 
economle or industrial reason why Mr 
MacKenzie should not get some of his 
roads in this part of the country built 
a little faster. The line to Athabasca 
Landing, for example, is one on which 
a little more speed might be display- 
ed with general advantage and with- 
out endangering any of the records 
this enterprising firm have made for 
fast railway buliding. For upwards of 
two years now the company have been 
bullding an extension of their north- 
ern line from Morinville to Athabasca 
Landing. The distance is about 65 
miles, The road is not completed yet. 
It will not be completed this season. 
Unless more energy is displayed it will 
not be completed till well on into next 
summer. It is gratifying to know 
that the delay is not due to the scar- 
city of labor. If it were due to that 
cause, there would be no remedy but 
patience. That not being the cause, 
there is hope for betterment of the 
pace Perhaps the united persuasions 
,of the communities interested would 
induce the president to turn a larger 
part of his ample labor supply onto 
this piece of work, in hope of getting 
it aléng at something better than 
twenty miles per year. 

This road is an Important one, and 
it is important that it be completed as 
early as practicable. The country be- 
tween the Sturgeon and Athabasca 
rivers which it will make available is 
well adapted for settlement, already 
containg several well settled districts 
and is certain to fill up rapidly when 
rail communication is established. At 
the Landing the line Will connect with 
the great northern waterway, and will 
facilitate traffic to and from all parts 
of the nonthland, It will make it 
easier for those who want to get into 
the north country and for residents 
of the northern districts coming out 
on business or pleasure It will 
make easier the handling of the out- 
coming furs from far down the Mac- 
Kenzle, and*of the ‘annual eonsign- 
ments of merchandise sent in return. 
It will make possible the development 
of the timber resources on the upper 
Athabasca by providing a means of 
getting the lumber to the settled parts 
of the country. It will enable the fish 
resources of the Lesser Slave and oth- 
er northern lakes to be utilized by es- 
tablishing connection with the mar- 
kets, local and distant. Large develop- 
ment is certain to oecur in many parts 
of the northern country before very 
long which the completion of the 
line would do much to hasten. To Ed- 
monton and to all that is north of Ed- 
monton it is important that the road 
be got. into opeartion ag soon as prac- 
ticable. The city board of trade and 
that of Athabasca Landing might well 
join in representations to the 
pany to this end. The president hay- 
ing intimiated that there is no scarcity 
of labor, physical inability cannot be 
advanced as a reason for ignoring the 
request.

TERRIFIC TIME MADE

Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 11—Bar- 
ney Oldfield, De Paima, Chovrelet, 
Burman, Kerscker and others at- 
tracted thousands to the State Fair 
this afternoon The daring autoists 
tore up the ground in almost unbe- 
lievable time and deafening cheers 
mingled with the smoke and dust at 
the end of each spurt.

Ralph De Palma’s record for a mile 
on a circular track, made two years 
ago on the Hamline race circuit, was 
broken by Ben Kerscher, driving a 
Darracq, this afternoon, who travelled 
a mile in 60,29-100 seconds. Burman, 
in a Buick, made the mile in 61.21-100 
seconds. This event was a trial for 
the mile record, Ralph De Palma, the 
first holder of the record trial, was
